8t. Loufs, Nov. 1.—An unusual
trinl will be begun in St. Louls on
Monday, November 22 ag the culming-
tlon cf charges that there has existed
in this city & widespread arson con-
splracy. A long lst of fires, which
have occurred in St. Louls, with evi-
dences of incendlary origin, is esti-
mated to have netted the consplrators
in the alleged arson cases a profit of
some $2,000,000 in the past few years,
In vlew of this prevalence of Incen-
diarism the pollee had long been on
thetr guard, but it was not until Sep-
ternber 11 last that they confirmed
thelr suspiclons by the alieged confes-
slon of Herbert . Baker, s fire In-
surancoe agent.

Baker was arrested on the night of
Bepieinber 11, a few hours after four
men, afterward referred “fo  as
“torches" were taken aa they wora
unioading four barrels of gasollne at
the plant of the Christen Bellows
Manufacturlng company.

The arrest of these four men was
due to the fact that the head of the
firm had revealed details of a plot to
have his ownfactory fired—-z plot
which he told the pollce had been
proposed to him by an Insurance man
and which he pretended to enter into
In order to assist the police in the
ctection ,of the guilty.

‘After Baker had made a statement
to the police, it was announced at
detective headquarters that Baker had
rovealed, not the existence of an “ar-
son trust,” but that sevéral groups of
men, working on similar 1lnes, and
conspired with heads of business firms
to set property on fire that the firms
might collect excessive insurance. An
insurance agent always was in theeo
plots, according to the story, and he
weas to reap his profit by getting com-
missions on the .excess Insurance
wrilten beforo the flre. .

The grand jury began in inquiry
into the arson conspiracy on Sep-
tember 16..and returned final indlct-
ments on October -1,
